ESTING SESSION MONDAY 


The Board of Supervisors of the 
County of San Mateo met in regular 
session on Monday, December 2, 1929, 
at 10 o’clock a. m., there being present 
Dr. C. V. Thompson, chairman of the 
board, Thomas L. Hickey, Rosalie M. 
Brown, John W. Poole and Manuel 
Francis. 

Attorney Gilbert D. Ferrell ‘appear- 
before the board in connection with a 
petition filed a month ago asking the 
withdrawal of the Emerald Lake por- 
tion of the Woodside fire district. E. J.
